(6) The Chinese Christian Church’ should 
be a genving, servant to the Chinese people 
to conserve, the best they have and be a 
stalwart berutor. (Dr.. Lew eloquently 
ploaded, jn the seventh place, that the 
@hincse Church be a defender of Christian 
unity and cori prehenviveness “She shall 
\ teach Her membera to ngree to” differ but 
resolve ta love's Lastly, the Chinese 
Church should be a courageous’ experi 
menter in co-operation. " Apart from 
co-operation she has no alternative.
